What the Life, and what the Death of the Godly is, our God calls 
us to mark and behold : For the Explication of this Doctrine, let us 
conſider, (1. ) What are the Obſervable things in the Life and in the 
Death of the Godly? & 2. what ought to be our Obſervation of them? 
We are not to expect that all the Obſervable things reſpeCting the Life 
and the Death of the Godly can be particularly contained and expreſt

Oh when the Upright dye,the Angels ſtand ready 
to receive the Soul, &carry it into Abrams Boſome,or rather into Chriſts 
Boſome ; when others dye, the Devils ſtand _ to take hold of their 
Souls, and to hurry them into intollerable and endleſs miſery : were our 
cycs opened to ſce the Attendants, the Upright have at their dying 
hour, like the ſoxty Valliant men ſpoken of in Cant.z3.7. about Solomons 
Bed of the valliant of Iſrael; but the black Guard, and curſing, and 
curſed rormentors which are about others in their dying hour, we ſhould 
readily acknowledge an infrmite difference and diſtance the Lord has 

made between the Upright and others. | 
Secondly, \Ve ſhould mark the Upright by way of Imitation; if 
we do not in this ſenſe mark them we mark in vain, and behold them to 
ne good purpoſe; the Lord requircth us to mark the life of the Upright 
as a living example, that may live with us, and in us, and that when they 
arc dead; and to conſider the end of their converſation, that we may 
live and dy as they, Heb.
